Relation of the going forth of a 
HoLLAND Fleetethe leuenth of 
Nouember 1623, to the Coaſt of rale. 


| Rafile is a Continent fo great and large that it is not 
yet by any wholly diſcouered, yet as by a patterne of 
{tuffe or cloath the whole peice is knowne, ſo by the 
relation of part thereof you may gather what the 
whole is. The Land, namely thoſe parti which ye neerc to 
the Bey, 184 Land very fruitfull and healthſull. Sa/vadee 
which is the name of the Towne, it lyeth in thirteene de- 
grees; itisa Land that conſiſteth of hills and vallies, the hills 
are not ſo high, but the higheſt beares trees and fruite of ma- 
ny ſorts, the vallies and plaine Land is not ſo low but that 
i auoids all waters, and bring forth graſſe, fruits, and hearbs 
in aboundance the fruits ot the Land as they are many for 
-yarietie, ſo is their aboundance of every ſort , and generally 
they are pleaſant to ente, and healchfull to the body; 
there ace a numberleſſe number of Oranges and be 
Oranges are generally ſweete ¶ yet there bee ſome ſower } 
great in proportiõ like vnto a 2 penny loaſe, the Lemons are 
ordinary ſmalet then the Lemons that come to England, yet 
they be of an excelent reliſh and tafte , thete bee alſo very 
many Plantings of two or three {orts,they are called in Spa · 
niſh Benantor, in one cluſter there grow ſome 250, there is 
alſo 4 truite which wee call an apple, it is excellent againſt 
the bloody flax, which diſeaſe is ſubſect to thole who diſtem- 
themlelues with drinking of wine and eating of grapes, 

it cuts like to a Pomgianet, Pomgranets there be many 
und extraordinary great, there bee alſo many other ſorts of 
"fruits ke to Cherries and Plummes, there is a fruite like in 
portion to am Artichoke called Ane it is twice ſo 
est, it hath the molt excellent caſte in my iudgement of

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Far more ſauory, there bee alſo Pine Apples, r 
Potatoes, Water- millions, Cowcumbers , Radiſhes, and 
ſorts of hearbs, and mam ſorts of flo wert, it bringeth forth a 
berry which is ſtronger in caſts then pepper, I am not «ble 
to call to unde the particulars of fruits which it bringe 
forth, there be alſo many. Grapes: ſom: of theſe fruits are 
all the yeare to bee got, ſome three times a yeare , others 
twice 4 yeares.the Land hath very much catitill, as Bulls, 
Kine, Sheepe; and Swine, When as the Towne San 
was giuem vp to the Spevierd by the Holanders, andthe - 
#iard did viguall che Holanders, did heare of credite (and

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THE 'TAKEING AND 
LOOSING. OF S$aivaDor 
IN THE, BAY, BY A FLEETE 
OF HOLLANDERS. 


| He leuenth of Nouember 1623, there was a Flecte 
of the Helanders waied anchor at Taxol, pretending 
to goe for the i ladia, the Fleete was 25 fhips in 
number, having a wind there was ſome diſpertion of 
the Shiping, ſo that we loſt our Colonels ſhip, which came 
not to vs untill we had cakenin che Towne of Sad. Af- 
rer — ſaile, es 2 called J. V- 
7 to J. Avtheals; land, ſome 20 1 

— the South Tlands, where the Fleere ſtayed 13 weeke 
in which time there was diuerſe loopes made, this Hand 
hath an excellent Ha bout & there is very good watering, 
The Iland is very barren, yet it hath ( as I geſſe ſome 20, 
thowſand "Gates in it. The ſouldiers going on land, 
would catch ſome 4900. at à time by compalling them 
in. 'Tleane this digreſſion. The Hleete waying Anchor 
made their courſe for Braff, contrary to the expectati- 
on of the Yorildiers, In rwentie dayes the Fleete palled 
the line, aud with a faire gale of wind diſcovered on Tueſ- 
day the twentie of April the coaſt of Brazil, where the cen 
Companyes of ſouldiers were put into foureShipps, On 
- Wedneſday we were ſceking but could not find the Bay of 
Salnadee, On Thurſday the 30. of efpritwe found it, and 
with a faire wind wewent into the Bay. At our comming 
in St. Anthenies Caſtell ſaluted the Admirall with two or 
three ſhort, who had the like gratulation from the Fleete, 
Where one of our Shiypes did ſend a ſhort that uncapped 
the Caſtell, Before which Caſtell the Ships which had the 
Caprainesand land ſouldierganchoredgthe Admirall with 
foure Ships did goc ſome two miles below the tone, the 
reſt of the Ships caſt Anchor before che towne, wh cre wee 
were

ven welcomed by the battery and Shippes of the towns 
who for two howers, did very manfully defend their place 
and diſcharge their peeces , but the Hellanders did ouer 
man them, ind over match them, that within three houer, 
they had ſunke ſome eleven of their Ships and burac ſome 
of them, the Vice Admirall himſelſe in a ſhallop went ve+ 
7 boldly to the Fort, and he with his ſword and Piſtell, 
et foore on the battery, upon which the Portagels left the 
water fide, and fled up into tlie tone, fo that the ſea-fa- 
ing men made plunder of the cowne the ſame night. 

a the meane ſpace the ſouldiers were linded, the Ca- 
ſtell made many ſhots at the ſſoopes and boates of che ſoul- 
dicrs, but not any was touched, notwithſtinding they 
made ſome fortie ſhots, but whemrſe of the Souldiers 
were landed, they fied and left their goods for their en- 
myes, The armic marched ro the towne without any in- 
tertuption, we came before the towne' about nine of the 
clocke at night, they made ſome 100, ſtiot at out Atmie, 
yet our ſouldiers made not any ſidt to chem, hut came vn · 
der the Port by the order of a guide, ho did purpoſe x0 

oe a backe way into the tone, when the enimy could 
10 no good fram the Port with their Muskers to out peo- 
le, becauſe they werevnder He wall they caſt ones. The 
Le Colonell whe led the Army on, marching in a 
narrow lane, the enemy contrary tothe expe ctation of 
the guid, had made a lictle breaſt worke: from whence 
they did play vpon eur Army, at vhich inſtant their were 
killed the 2 — Colonel and a gentleman next to 
uim, vpon the which the ſoldiers retreated, at their retreat 
there eame out of a houſe by the gate ſome 30 Musket- 
teryand made 2vollic of - ſhotr at ourfouldiers, ar which 
"there fen an Eugliſiman one Phibp Rad and a Dutch 
— which perm unto = — we being 
to nowledpe within eyardes of the gate, Ca 
ning Maior — commanded a Retreat — Cloylter, 
halfe a Musket ſhot from the tone whereupon the ſoul» 
diers did lay done their Armes; and went to Plander the

che day in not taking che town hanſc 
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out-houſes and Cloyſters, and finding much wine, balfe 


of the ſoldiers were auge and alſo Tome of the g61pay- 
ders lay (cartering on ie ground, but the enemycs nat 
thinking how to doe any cxployte on vs, tooke not advan - 


tage thereat , but with all ſpeed in the night time made 
their flight from the towne,, onely their temained fome 
forric {olgicrs with the Governour. 
At che breake of day there Was Arme, Atme, all to their 
colours and places, intending to goe on the tone, the 
Captaineʒ not knowing what the Shippes had done, nor 
what che rowne had done, whileſt we were preparing for 
the making of an aſſault on the rowne,the white flag from 
the towne was diſcovered, which was brought out to Cap- 
taine Major, who marched into the towne to the market 
place: where all the Companies were drawne in batalio, 
and ſo commanded to ſeucrall parts of the rowne , The 
Govetnour with ſome twentie more, with two Ieſuites: 
were preſently ſent priſoners into the Shipps. The ſoldi- 
ers leaving their Armes, made boote of all things they 
could come to in the towne, where there was much ſpoile 
of breaking of Tables and Cheſts wherein there was much 
riches, and great ſpoyle of wine, ſo that I haue gone to the 
ancles in me in cellars, | ſup ole that there was ſpoild, 
twentie thouſand pounds, which might haue ben well ſa- 
ved by carefull Officers. I thinke that the valew that Of- 
ficers, Soldiers, and ſca-faring men got, as more in value 
then that Which came into accompts for the Maſters of the 
Voyage, and yet it was credibly reported, that the bootie 
u hich was got then: was fue Millions. Two dayes aſter 


che taking in of the tonne, the Governour, the Calapell 


and the Lord of Dort came with his Ships aud Slope ho

a ſquadron of men, the Colonell riding before ſome ten- 
ty yeards in a narrow path, and woods on both (ides, the 
Portugals lying in ambuſh got about the Colonell, a Ne- 
ar ſhot him in the breſt, and the Pertngali puld him of his 
orfe, who kild hin and cut of his head and other 
the moſt ofthe horſemen & ſouldiers retired to the Towne, 
yet an Egli brought in his head, vpon which there 
was a great alarme, but nothing done worth che writing. 
In his place there was made Colonel! Captaine Alden Sami tos, 
his brother Williew Sonden was made Captaine Maidr, 

Some ten daies after, the Admirall with two ſhips made 
his courſefor Halland. 

Three daics after , the Vice-Admirall with ſeuen ſhippes 
350 ſouldiers heſides faylours went for Ange, which was

The beginning of Auguſt there came another ſhippe id 


the morning amongſt ours, yet ſhe got away into the Land: 
It was reported by a Negar that came from the Encmie that 
the ſhippe had eight iron pieces and other munition, with 
wine and other prouiſion,. 

About the twelfth of Auguſt 1624, there came a ſhip in- 
to the B, having a forewinde and ready to caſt anchor, 2 
lioope from vs boarded them, the Admirall of our ſhippes 
was in the floope ( who now remaines with the Spaniards, 
the reaſon whereof I ſhall after ſhewe) hee comming into 
the Cabine found the Gouernour of Keiner Deplato, his 
Wife and three daughters and two ſonnes in law, the Admi- 
. rall Captaine Cherk moſt badly went to ſearch the Ladies, 
which was vety grieuous to the Gouernour, he told himin 
Spaniſh, that there was no neede of that ſtraitneſſe, for there 
were chaines, jewells , and plate enough beſides. Ini which 
ſuippe all their pots and veſſells were of filuer. I my ſelfe 
had the weight of the veſſells of ſiluer which came to 
250600 pound; Certainely it was a rich prize. The Gouer- 
nour was well entertained, with his wiſe and daughters, one 
of them was thought to bee ouer kindly vſcd, it it bee not 
true, yet the Colonell was much to be blamed for his priuate 
entertainment of ſome of them iato his chamber,and in 1 
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' whore-houſe, which whore he cauſed to be married to a

In three wee kes after, there came three Shippes and 
each of them got a prize, they likewiſe brought — of 
the Fleete, there were alſo letters ſent that t Spaniſh 
Fleete would be at the (B9) at the beginning of Aye 
to my knowledge there was not any extraordinary mak- 
ing of proviſion there. 

On Pridey morning the 3. of April, there were diſco- 
vered ſome 12. Shippes vpon the coaſt, but not diſcryed; 
what they wens, at 12, of the clock there was a rumour: 
chat they ſaw a 100. ſaile that che ſea” was full of Shipin 
all was in a maze,yet nothing done, at foure of che þ IA 
their Fleere came to Anchor without che Bay ſome Leage

About eleuen of the clock the (ame dayzthe Fleete way- 
ed Anchor and came with a faire wind and tide into

alaimed that our enemyes were arrived, n vou 
haue ſeene palenes in faces, and atriazement in coun 
tenances, ſuch were the diſtractions of them, that no ſpee- 
dic reſolution could be teſolved one, at this time wee had 
in our.Harbor four men of warre, two great Marchanc 
— 4 te, three ſtoopes, three fire ſhi

Armes, beſides ſome 700, Veger tt It was t ſome 
that had ent ae firie rw — cheir 
Youghts , and ſloopes, they imighe haue made à good 
peece of ſervice on the ir enemyes, tor wo had a fare fore- 
wind and a Ake Evening, and men fiv and willing to- 
haue gon on chac ſcrvice, 2 the Colonel would not ad- 
mit of any ſuck ching: The next day, the enemy landed 
their Land-men : ewo miles from the Towne. and tame 
marching vwichin-Musket thorr of the Towne; yet our c6-: 
man der br ill: onely they then beg anne to ſortiie the 
Towne, The ſame Sunday night, the Souldiers which 
were in the Caſtell ſome ſixe miles from therowme ,' came 
in a (loope.to the Towne: by the command of the Colo- 
nel, they made that haſt away, that they leſt fourteeue 
dayes provifien tor 30. men behind them, powder & thor, 
toute pueces of Ordnance with divers Maskerrs, yet the 
Leiſtenant was not blamed for it. 

On Monday che 6 of Ai,; the enemy did fall downe 
wich his Shipping below the Towne, where they landed) 
the ir bag and baggage, and the ſicke men with their Pee · 
cs and Church-men, At Eleveena clocke the {ame day 
there went out ſome 300. ſoldiers vnder the command of 
Captaine Maior Kife,)) and Captaine lelmas, at which: 
time we had taken from vs one Engliſh man, and their was 
killed one Dutch- man and a Stcheman wounded, they 
were not out one houre hut they came in againe, with 
many buffe coaten, and gilt Rapiet sand Ponyards, with the: 
ſlaugliter of many cheite commanders and toldiers,.

ſhoare, I could not conceiue nor cannot apprehend to what 
purpoſe they did Icaue their Munition and proviſion in 
their ſhippes, with ſome 250 ſay lours , wheres they could 
not doe any thing to the Enemie from their ſhipprs, either 
by ſea or land; not long had che Enemie plaide at ourſhips 
but the Enemie had wounded and kild ſome 70 of our fea— 
fayring · men, and brought to ground ſome foure of our 
ſmall Hippes and the Ada, to the great loſſe of pro- 
uiſion and Munition, then ſome weber late they commanded 
the ſayloursro forlake the ſhippes ,/ and in the night they 
— ſome af their Pieces with ſome of their prouiſion on 
an 

Within « 6-dajer after the belexguering , our people had 
planted on the (ca lidein Forte and other places 36 pieces 
of Ordnance, they had 300 Muſqueters on the water (ide, 

The Enewic had planted again(t the Towne to the new 
Pore ward called Iaſanai Port three halfe Cannons, the bul- 
lets was 28 and 36 pound, the firſt ſhort that did hit the bew 
Port went through and through, it might haue been fitter 
called a baubell then a hort, firrer for banquering hen 
battering. The Towne lay fo low, and the hills without ſo 
high, chat the Enemie did not make Forts, bt ſunke 
their Qcdnance in the gronud, The Enemie did be gin to 
make a batterie neare to the lame fide of thr Tape, —

dinerſe (hot ( hee was an Engiib-man to the great diſturb- 
nnee of the Enemie „ but che Colonell did came and com- 
mand him that he ſhould not ſhoote ar all: the like was com- 
manded to the other Conſtables; to the wonder of all: all 
that was alledged by this Colonellvwasche want of Muniti- 
om, it it was true, how worthy of reproofe was he, that 
would waft{o much before in ĩeſting, as l have noted be- 
fore : but if there was Munition h (a there was) I 
thinke there was iul ſuſpition — The Enemie 
had within five daies placed in that batterie fine halfe Can- 
nons and preſently diſmouated our Ordaance on that fide 
ofthe Towae, then they would but could not pley with 
ir Ordnance, and when the Colonell was required to 
to take ſacks of cotton and peeces of bayes to (bop the 
the breaches that they might remount their Peices,, hee 
would not rms thereto, | 
It was alſo reporced that the Colonell had three ſeucrall 
Letters from the Speviſh Generall , but there was on good 
proofe thereof, yet atter the Towne was deliuered vp, the 
man that fard hee brought the Letters did teſtiſie the truth of 
it, vominating che time aad place, where and ven hee 
met the Colonell: this I had from Captaine Deſben one that 
was of the Counſe!l who is with the Spaniard now, 
It was likewiſe reported that the Colonel with ewo other 
Captaines, did intend to ſſie away in a ſmall Shippe. 

Some three weekes after the Leaguer, the enemy had 

lanted nine Peeces of Ordnance ar the other Port, and 
Faure in another place, and ſiue in another place, ſo that 

there was in all thirty ſeven halfe Cannons. . 

Wee had mounted in the Towne 61. Peeces, but aſter 
the Enemy had mounted and planted their Ordnance, 
they diſmounted ours, ſo that we had nor fours Pecces 
mounted, then they began to make new Fortes in the 
Towne,and blinds 2 vpon thoſe reports of the Colonel a- 
boue named, the Souldicrs began to ſpeake and mutter

The ers. ſome flue dayes before the Towne was 
wen over, Went and complained to the Captaines that 

e Colonel was treacherous to the Tone, and the de- 
ſired that they would make another Colonel, and they 
would ſpentl the ir iues in defence of the Towne, other- 
wiſe they ſaid, they would kill him and make another of 
their one choyſa, this was one Satturday morning the 
25. of Aprill, at Eleven of the clocke on Satturday, there 
was a great alarum, ſo that we thought verely chat the 
would haue made an allault on the Towne, ve had kit. 
led and wounded ink wo houres ſome fourteene mien. At 
the ſame time there was a Souldier, going co fill his Ban» 
daleroes with Powder, he having his light match in his 
hand did fooliſhly ſett fire on the Powder, to the burning 
of ſome ſixteene men, ſome to death, all to great miſery, 
at two of the elocke the Alarum ceaſed, ſo that every man 
was commanded to his Colors. 

At ſoure of the Clocke, there went to the market place 
ſome ſiftie ſouldiers (as they ſay) by ſome Captaines pri- 
vate aſſentt, the Colonels ſeeing them marching cowards 
him comes to them, demaunds the cauſe of their coming, 
one an{wered that they came to put out ſuch a treache- 
rous fellow as he, and to make choiſe of one that would 
be faichfull: for their Maſter and for the Towne , but be- 
fore he could reply (as I was told )one ſtruke him downe 
with his Musket, and other with their ſwords, but he get 
from them into the houſe wounded, the ſouldiers pre ſent- 
ly turned to the Major Captaine Kyfe: and requyred of 
him to take the proteſtion of the Towne , and chem and 
they with all they ſouldiers would dy with him, he accep- 
ted the — promiſed the ſame. 

On Monday the ay of April, chere was one from the e. 

nemy 
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item Which called to the Centtie on the Port thar ;they 
would ſend a Dramme forth, preſently it was told to 
the Colonel togechet with the Councell, who {ſpeedily 
ſent forth a Drumme, when the Enemy ſaw the Drame, 
they tequyred the cauſc of the Drummes cõming forth, 
ic was anſwered becauſe they called for one, they replyed 
that they did not call, but ſeeing there was one come, — 
was commanded to be brought to the generall, who re- 
turned an anſwer to vs, that his Commiſſion was to de- 
_ all che Hollander? , and to put the Exgliſ and French 
to the Gallies, yet it they would ſeeke for mercy, he would 
in his owne Clemencic, giue vs all our liues; vpon this 
truce was taken tor6, houres, no ſooner was this noyſed, 
but that the Enemy came over their works, and brooke 
ſome pales downe, and the Souldiers on both ſides did 
ralke freindly together, two from the Enemy was let in 
blind- fold and led to the Colonel, There were conditons 
unded on our part, but thought to great to be gran- 
ted by the Enemy. Truce was continued for 24. hourt, and 
two from our Captaines ſent to the Gznerall of the Ence 
my, others alſo came from the Enemy, in theaneane time, 
I taw the Enemy working ( contrary to order. ) 
Truce was continued ll Wedneſday. On Wedneſday, 
- their went a ſouldier ro the Councell, and told them that 
the ſouldiers did vnderſtandi, they would not yeild vr to 
thoſe conditions the enemy propounded, ſo that it would 
be the loſſe of all their liues, tor which reaſon he ſaid that 
the ſouldiers were purpoſed to giue vp the Towue, i chey 
would not make compoſition, they thanked the ſouldier 
for his ſpeech , but did not enquyet fromwhom hee had 
heard the ſame cot ſpitacie. | 
The Councell vpon this one mans ſpeech ( and a com- 
mon drunkard too) reſolved co deliuet vp the cowne vp- 
on any conditions, the Truce being continued aguine till 
Thurſday , the Maior went to every Court of Gerd: and 
demaunded whether the ſouldieri would be con.car wich 


that agreement as the Councell ſhould Uetgrm.ne AM, 
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which ſhould not be diſhonorable, they all aſſented to the 
fame, Wheteupon the condition: were agreed ypon, but 
not ſuch as the 3 liked off, for it was ordered that 
the ſouldiexs ſhould the next morning goe to Shippe, 
and chey ſhould either ſend their Armes before them to 
the Shipping , or they going befote ſhould be ſent aſter 
aboard. Further it was agreed vpon, that the Towne with 
all the riches: ſhould be 25 there, and the Officers ſhould 
haue their Cheſts with wearing apparell onely,( Lincane 
Captaines, Skippers, Preachers, — and Marchants,) 
the reſt onely with their Knaplacks on their backs. The 
fame night about fiue of the Clocke, there was let into on 
of the Ports: a ſquadron of the enemyes& many Officers. 
The next morning, the Enemy came in at ſeven of the 
clocke in the morning, and our ſouldiers leaving their 
Armes in the market place, were commaunded downe to 
the water ſide. ; 

The ſame day being Friday the laſt of April, there came 
the Enemy downe to rhe waters {ide in their Armes, their 
match light, and did march in the middeſt of vs. Such a 
ragged. Regiment did I never ſee, halfe of them had no 
ſhoes to their feete, their Armes were like to them, ſome 
had halfe a Rapier, others had them tyed in mateh , not 
one in twentie, was in his tull Armes fixe, they were lodg« 
ed in the ſtrongeſt houſes at the waters ſide, where they 
kepr their Courts of Gard. | 

Don Frederic commanded vpon paine of death that 
there ſnould no wrong nor violence be offered to vs, which 
was carefully looked vnto by his Officers. 

Eight dayes after, there came a command that we ſhould 
goe aboard, ſo the eat chers came downe and the ſaylours 
were ſearched very ſtrictly to the ripping vp of their ſhoes 
and al ſuſpedted places about them, this ſearch was cont» 
nued a day and a halfe , fo that moſt of the ſay lots and 0 
companie of ſoldiers were ſearched. But Don Frederico 
came downe to the water ſide, and gave way that all the 
tell of the ſouldicrs ſuould to the ſblppes ——_—— 
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The fifteenth of May came the Helanders Fleete before 
the Bay 34 in number, with their bloody colours, The next 
morning they came ſayling into the Bayes mouth. The Spe- 
wierd ſceing that, hoyſed ſaile, and with ſome 30 ſaile went 
forth towards them. The Admirall from the Spanierd made 
a ſhot at the Helder, the Admirall from the Heflander re- 
turned him the like againe , and ſo went backe with the 
Whole Fleete to ſea. At this time were the Spaniards ſhips 
much vnprouided, had the Helder knowne ſo much I 
ſuppoſe they would baue come in and ouer-thrgwne the 
Whole Fleete, { 
There were many reports concerning that Fleete of the 
Hollanders , but nothing ſo credible as for truth I will write. 
After we were put into the ſhips , ſome halle Musket ſhot 
from the Towne , the Generall Der Frederice, did giue or- 
der, that euery ſouldier of ours ould haue a pound of 
beefe a day , befides wine and bread , for 2000 was thisran- 
ſome giuen, but the negleR of molt of our Officers was 
great, in ſomuch that many times for 3, 5, and 8; dajes to- 
ether, the ſouldiers ranſomes were neglected by them, they 
— drinking on Land, and the poore ſouldiers famiſhing 
on ſhippe board, and this is the maine cauſe why our foul- 
diers came home ſo bare and naked, for they were forſt to 
ſell their apparell for daily prouiſion. They were put to ſuch 
a ſtraight, that they. were torft to ſwimme, and with pipes 
to fetch themſelues water to drinke , whileſt their Officers 
muſt baue the boates tquttend them at their whore- houſes 
and wine · houſes. It is true that the Officers haue been taxt 
for this there, but they would exeuſe it, but in truth they 
cannot, they be but meere excuſes, Our Enemies did much 
blame them for this thing: and worthy of blame they were. 
After the deliuexing vp of the Towne we ſtated thirteene 
weekes foure dayes in the Baye, an4 that was by Des Fer- 
derico his intreatie, as Captaine Franciſts told me ; why 
Don Frederico did ſo, was, becauſe hee knew not where the 
Hollanders Fleete was, and hee feared leaſt wee going forth 
fhould joyne with them. In the meane tine, they trimmed 
D 3 vp

vp ſrauen of the Holanders (hips , and by intreatie (if not 
by command) got 250 ſay lors from vs, to manage their 
ſhips to Spaize, 

At che latcer end of our being there victuals grew ſcarce, 
ſo that Dew Frederico wiſhed that our ſhipp es ſhould waite on 
him to, Fernabocks, and there bee would beeliberall to vs, 
Friday the twenty-two of Iuly , wee with the Spaniſh Arm- 
do hoyled ſaile. But let mee note one thing here which is 
worth the obſeruation , concerning the Portngals, The 
Prince Dor Frederice a little befote his goeing away ſold to 
the Portugals their houſes , which before were their owne, 
and at his goeing away did notonely take away all goods 
till it cane to old ſtooles and dores, but allo (tripe them na- 
ked of al Armes and Munition, and did take away all:their 
Ordnance that was plantec to ſea ot land- ward. So that the 
Towne is nevy more vveake then it vvas vyhen the Hollawe 
der tooke it in. More may be laid of this But I will not. 

We with the Span Fleete hoyſed fayle(as I ſaid before,) 
the Spaniſh Fleete was ſome 42 of their owne ſhip*,& ſeuen 
ſhips which they had of ours that they trimmed vp, name- 
ly, the Saw/dn, the Tiger, the Virwke, the Gringe, King D 
#id, Saul, and the Houſe , we had ſeuen (hips but ſuch ſbips 
as neuer any made ſucha Voyage in, they had not beene 
trimmedin two yeares, they had na goed tac k ings at all, 
ſome of them had but an anchor a piece, they were all excee- 
ding leakey. In the ſhip that I my ſe fe came in, our ſouldi- 
ers pumped 20 and 24 thouſand ſtrokes a day : our ſhip was 
counted the beſt, aud yet ſuch ic was , that made the Skip 
to lay to me, that he couid wiſh himſelfe in Holland, to play 
croſſe and pile for his life, The ptouiſion in our ſhips was 
ſmall, there was but for ten weekes, ſuch ſmall alowance 
as many could well haue eaten it vp in two dayes : their 
weekely ranſome was 4 pound of bread or veryna, halte a 
pound af bee, 4 or nary (poonfull of oyle, a quart of 
@pint of v ine and a quart of water a diy: let all men that 
reades or heaces, iu ige if gut Othicers were not much aul- 
ty herein, or the Spaniard, if not both. Our Officers will 
not 
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not deny bur that the Towne was delivered vp vpon con- | 


ditions, but what conditions few knowes, baſe conditions 
all knowes. The ſouldiers diſarmed, left to the mercy of 


the Spaviard, cheit Apparel., their vittals, and their goods, 


en to the Enemy, they put in ſhipps as captiues taken 
— Enemy, and —. to the Seat chat if God had not 
extraordinary preſerued vs, wee had never ſcene our na- 
tiue Countrie. Nor to the Spanyard nor yet to our officers 
doe wee giue the prayſe of our ſafe arrmall, but vnto our 
good God. As all dew is, ſo doe we giue the ſoolehonor 
and prayſc of our prefernation,, from all choſe manifold: 
dangers. 
ne Friday night hauing a eroſſe wind, we caſt Anker 
at the Bayes mouth, at which time foure of our 7. Shippes 
in the night time) made away from the Fleere , the next 
= at Evening, the Admirall from the Spaniſh Armado 
wayed Anker wich the reſt of the Fleete, and went into 
the Bay againe,wich-our 3 Shipps-went in with them. On 
the next day at 6 in the Evening, chere came command 
from Dew Frederico, that Captaine Cheri, aud Captaine 
Deſbese, ſhould goe into two Spaniſh thipps , the reaſon 
why it was thus commanded ; was thought to be, becauſe 
the 4 ſhipps went away without the Generalls leaue, but 
I rather beleeved their was greater reaſons, For this Cap- 
taine Cherke did as I haue writ before, dealt very baſely in 
ſerching of the wite and daughters to the Governourof 
Regturo de late, then was the time or neuer tor them to 
repay him kis baſenes, the other Captame was he that was 
our guide to the Countrey ot Braſil and to che Tone of 
Saluedos, tor he was there three yearesptiſonet᷑ at he told 
me, the Spaxiard it may be thought, that tuch a man was 
not for their profit to be — Holland. 

On Munday morning tue 25 of luhy, che Admiral ſhot 
and wayed anchor, and we with H em went out: fome fiue 
diics wee kept with the Fleete, buy in the night time the 
fiath day we loſt / if it ay be cald . loſſe) the Spears Fleete, 
which Was bound for Fernabocke „ lo that wee made hy cs 
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lard, and notwithſtanding the leaking of our ſhippes , the 
ſhortneſſe and ſcatcene ſſe of our victualla, by proteeti - 
ou all our ſeuen ſhips came ſafe for Fug/andand Holland: not 
looicing 22 men in a Jour 1650 men. In that ſhip I was in 
we loſt but one, and that on the Engliſh coaſt, for which all 

ory and praiſcs be given to God, of vs which haue been 
o miraculouſly deliuered, and of all that wiſheth well vnto 
vs. 
If any enquire or require a reaſon or reaſons why I haue 
cauſcd to be publiſhed this {mall booke , it might be anſwe- 
red, that it is a booke of newes , and is not that a ſuffici- 
ent teaſon ? But I anſwere, the maine reaſons which haue 
moued me to publiſh this booke are theſe. 
Firſt: By the earneſt perſwaſion of ſome Merchants of 
London and others, which in part heard the relation thereof. 
Secondly : That the ning and confideration. of this 
might bee a motiue to all in anthoritie that put men ia of- 
fice, to beware of aduancing baſe minded men, men that 
regard goods more then God, their owne profit more then 
che honour of their Prince and Countrie , eſpecially to be- 
ware of aduancing ſuch into offices as reſpeR not their owne 
credite, but will defaime their name by whoreing and drun- 
kennelle and beaſtly Boriſh carriages as was (ome, and 2 
prent ſome of their Officers, And this kinde of doings did 

beſot them, that they became vnderſtandleſſe in theſe 
weightie affaires, (for I pr ſe that thoſe which choſe 
them ſawe ſomething in them worthy the choiſe.) 
I am fully perſwaded , bad they becne ſuch comman- 
ders as ethroe had aduiſed Aeyſes to make choiſe of, men 
that feared God, and men of courage, hating couetouſneſſe, 
Saluadoe had borne Orange colours this day ; buttheſe men 
feared not God, had they feared God, they would haue done 
as good Exrebich did in time of danger, ſought to the Lord 
for helpe, not Saui-· like to a Southiayer 23 did Colonel - 
lian Scentton with others, thefe men were ſo farre from ha- 
ting of couetouſneſſe that they loued couetouſneſſe: that is 
Plaine , not onely by their ingroſſing of 9 — 
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Jewels in their chefts, but in that they too vnworthy men 
| of officefor mony; and it is moti plaine , and 
no euident, that they were not men of courage, by two 
| or three witneſſes may a truth be affirmed , but I can bring 
| forth two or ten hundred to confirme this, who haue been 
eye witneſſes of their cowardly carriages. But let that ſerue p 
| to proue this which is knowne of all, their baſe delivery vp 
of the Towne : they had at their command 2000, beſides 
600 Negars ; this they cannot deny, for they receiged ran- 
ſoine after the Towne was giuen vp for ſo many. 
Let them plead for their baſenes as they will, and ſay 
they had mot ammunition and proviſion, I partly knowe 
the contrary( by one of their ſecreet concell , ) they had to 
ſerue for three moneths crediblie ſo reported, but a badge 
of their cowardlineſſe, was this their keeping of houſe. 
when they ſhould haue kept their works,and encouraged 
their Souldiers g If ſeareh ſhould be made, you might in- 
deede find: ſouldiers which Haue iloſt ſome their armes, 
ſome their eyes, ſome their legs, with other demonſtrati- 
ons of ſouldieys of courage, E. let all the Officers that 
came from Bay be ſearched: and one will not bee found 
(laue the Enginer M. loſe — — my knowledg 0 
that hath receiued there, any wound or ſcarre by their E- 
nemy. I will not deny but they may haue a wound, ſome 
of them which might bee receiued in the wine-houſe of 
the Portingals, after the Towne was giuen vp: but that ta- 
ther demonſtrate their baſenes then their courage, their 
not comming into their works was a great occaſion to diſ- 
courage the ſouldiers, for I did heare the ſouldiets much 
complaine of this very thing, How may Holland be grei- 
ned that ſo great and Princely a thing fell into the hands 
of ſuch baſe cowardly Officers, double diſhoner haue they 
done, to that Noble Prince, & Honorable States of the Ve- 
ther- Landi, if they pay their liues for their great baſenes, 
what is that to ſo great loſſe? The beſt that can be wade 
of this loſſe is to make choiſe of Officers for the like en. 
terpriſe as are men of vndetſtanding ſcaring God, _ g

of the Prince and Countrie, more regarding 
0 and credite, then an evill roproach wich tife, 
The third reaſon of my writing is to {er a looking 
Laſſe for baſe and cowardly Ofhcers ro Jooke in, wherein 
— may ſee their future ſhame and difgrace, it they will 
perliſt 1n ſuch wicked courles, ſuch may ride on horſes ha- 
ving gold and ſcarlet to adorne their perſons, they may 
haue command of others, impriſon ing & hanging whom 
they will, but looke one our Captaines of Bay, they were 
ſuch z but what are they now? The day of accompe is 
come, they are in priſon, their honors is come downe, 
they would be (1 Hunke) no content to goe on foote, 
and all cheir comfort is now, they haue more mercifull 
Iudges then themſelues were, whertore allthat know your 
ſelues to be ſuch, in time captivate your baſenes, leaſt be- 
ing your ſelues captivated your baſenes be diſcovered. 
The laſt Reaſon of my writing : and. yet not the leaft 
cauſe, is to publiſh; to all ( char will rake notice) the won- 
derfull works of God, ia theſe particulars whereot I haue 
written, by the which wee may ſee Gods proceedings « 
gainſt 2 people. Theſe Port had peace and plentie: 
aboundance of outward bleſhngs, and theſe were conti- 
nued to them for many yeares, but the abuſe of theſe bleſe 
ſings: did provoke the Lord to anger, and though he did 
ſpare them long, yet they did not conſider it, & layd it not 
to heart, & turne from their wickednes, therefore the Lord 
tooke his owne cauſe in hand, and while they were ſacri- 
ficing to their Netts, the Lord cetch them in his Nett. He 
ſent the Hollanders one them, ho ſuddenly came againſt 
them, and laid their honor & pride in the duſt. We were 
but a handtull in regard of them, ic was reporced they were 
in the Town 9.300, able to beare armes among them, and 
proviſion they had for 42, monetha. They had a batterie 
in the water tor 9. pec ces, ſome of which peeces 
1410 pound, they had belids 8 Caſt-ls & great Forts on 
the water fide :they had ſome 0. Peeces ot Ordnance in 
all, yet all could not help, God was againſt 3 
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the whole world was come vpon them . Fot 
mong them ſelues they made report, chat 2o0go thou 
ſand was landed, whereas there was not landed 2 300, God 
the Captaine of our hoaſt went before vs, who rooke a- 
from our enemyes all courage and boldnes, as he 
rooke off che Chariots wheeles of Pharaohs hoaſt, the e- 
nemyes of Iſraell, before we had once compaſſed Salnuadee 
before our Trumpets did ſound or our Drummes make 
an alarum, like Jericho to 1ſracll, ſo Salvadee to vs was deli- 
vered vp. True wasand is thatfaying which ſome hath 
faid, namely, that we tooke not in Salaades, bur Salwader 
tooke vs in. Heere was Gods worke and it is worthy to be 
taken notice off: and to be had in cyerlaſting remẽ brance, 
it is good for Cities and Countries to take notice of this 
worke of God, take heed leaſt Pharaſaically you juſtifie 
your ſelues( without iuſt reaſon) and ſay you are not ſuch 
ſinners as they, leſt an hãdwriting come againſt you, & the 
words be 2 — you amend you ſhall likewiſe drinke 
of che cup of Gods wrath ,\ which cup of trembling hath 
bin put into our hands: andwe haue drunke deepe there- 
of. And juſtly hath the Lord dealt with vs, he gaue vs ( we 
ot it not by our one harme) honor, riches and victory, 
he tooke from our enemyes all their glory, and put it into 
our hands, but we haue trampled — vnder our feete. 
Our glory is become our ſhame, thougth we haue ben bet 
ter * then they, yet indeed we haue done worſe then 
they, they ſinned in curioſitie and daintineſſe of dyet, but 
we in glottonie and dronkenneſſe, if it could be we excel- 
led them in pride, the ſinne of Mhoredome, me thinks was 
more abominable in our time amongſt vs, then before 
amongſt our enemyes, fortheirreligion gives a diſpen- 
ſation in ſome caſes, ours not, they wall have pardons 
before the committing of it, but we by our conſcience & 
the rule of God cells vs, that whoremonger: ſhall not enter into 
the of laue, without God giue repentance and 
And me thinks, the ſinne ol our whore-maſters 
was the greater, in that they proſtrated themſelues ro 
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their caprivated harloti, and to Hoacheniſſi Nl Ames 
I doubt IMould be cediovs ; if in each — ſhould 
make compariſon betwixt our en fins, and che fins 
of our Army, oneſy this I will writ, that two things hath 
beene ſpraall motiues to cauſe the Lord ro be wrath 
with vs. Our not conſideration of Gods great iudgmencs 
on our Enemyes for their ſinnes, and our great vnthank- 
fulnes tor fo many, ſo rich & vndeſcrved favours beſtow , 
ed on vs, well may it be ſayd to vs, that we haue bin a foo- 
hſh and vnwiſe people, fo evelly to requite the Lord our 
God, who gone vs lo many things and hopes of greater 
matters. While we be humbled tor theſe things, let other 
people before warne to take due notice of Gods judges. 
ments and his feveritie on ſinfull people: and in time re- 
ent, ſo ſnalt thou ptevent a future repentance, and de- 
ction ſhall not be thy ruine. In che laſt place, I bend 
my exhortation to all thoſe, whom God hath giuen ho- 
nour, glory and riches aboue their brethren be {ure to a- 
bound in thankfulneſſe to God, as God hath abounded in 
mercyes to you aboue others, thanks is the leaſt thou 
eanſt returne to God, being the leaſt, if thou neglect it, 
me thinks it is one of the greateſt motiues, to ſtrip thee 
naked co thy ſhame, and diſgrace : and to make thee an 
ep ſamole to others,as we that haue benin Sud, exam- 
ples to others, * deln 
Let not any miſconfter my meaniug, nor miſt my 
uritting, as if I ſhould writ in the difgrace of dera, our 
neighbour Nation and er ps though it be true 
that moſt of the Commanders in this voyage were Dutch- 
men, yet they were but fe in regard of the hole Nati- 
on, and therefore TR a Nation for 
a few falſe perſons, and if we chus cenſure, e ſhold 
happily condẽne ourſelues. Lay the fault where it ought
